Some woorthy fathers alſo that grewe 
vp with the infancie of the Goſpel with 
vs,whereof ſome are dead, ſome yet a- 
Res mien of preatgrauitic, wiſedome, 
leatfiyng : men (ſome of them I ſay) 
that to this day beare the markes of 
Chriſtin their bodies, do acknowledge 
and confeſſe her,. Yea, we doubt notto 


"chalenge ſome of the contrary ſide, to , 


hauc 
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kaue ſometymes bene of our opinion, 
whom onely promotions haue turned 


_ from vs. Laſtly,cue thoſe men that held 


outatthe firſt from ſubſcribyng , gaue 
teſtimony thatall thinges were not ſo 
cleare,though they in the end ſhould be 
graunted to haue ſubſcribed for threat- 

nings,intiſements,orany perhaps more 
tollcrable cauſe : yer (I ſay) they haue 
left ſome markevpon the th ings amiſle, 

And ſhall the trueth of diſcipline then, 

thus garded, be of no regard becauſe of 
mens perſons, becauſe men are weake, 
becauſe her enemies are great and ma- 
ny. Itis, and euer was, and we hope al 


wayes ſhall be well accompanied;,when | 


he ſhal ſtandalone thatreſiſterh with all 
his powers,ſo manifeſt a trueh. And this 
ſuthſerh to diſcouer the wicked praQti- 
ſes, both offorce and fraud, vſed againk 
the defenders of the moſt holy diſci- 
\pline, till it pleaſe God, that the 
\. ſtories of theſe tymes be more 
at large publiſhed and ſer 
out tro the whole 
world. 
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
